MR.  T.  H.  GOLD,  whose 
portrait  appears  on  this 
page,  was  the  founder  of 
the  business  now  carried 
on  under  the  firm  name  of 
THE  GOLD  NURSERY 
COMPANY,  at  Mason 
City,  West  Virginia. 

Away  back  in  the  year 
1869,  more  than  60  years 
ago,  Mr.  Gold  began  in  a 
very  small  way,  on  his 
farm  in  Bedford  Town¬ 
ship,  Meigs  County,  Ohio, 
to  grow  trees  and  plants 
for  his  neighbors  and  the 
trade  near  him.  By  care¬ 
ful  study  of  the  business, 
prudent  management  and 
honest  dealing  his  trade 
increased  from  year  to 
year,  until  his  sons  grew 
up.  They  took  an  active 
interest  in  the  business, 
and  soon  the  firm’s  name 
became  “T.  H.  Gold  &
